They will then be ordered to CIA in an active 
duty military statue and so remain until their active duty obliga- 
tion is discharged and they revert to civilian status as Agency 
eaployees. 

2. The twenty-four students comprising the second class 
of the CIA Intelligence School have coae aboard and are under 
preliminary processing. The School convenes officially Monday,
